MEDIA CELEBRATES 
RECORD CN PROFITS, 
IGNORES ENVIRON- 
MENTAL DAMAGE 


BUSINESS SECTIONS IN NEWSPAPERS 
across the country cheered 
Canadian National Railway 
Company’s announcement of 
record profits of $1.5 billion dollars 
in 2005, while ignoring the environ- 
mental devastation wrought by a 
series of derailments, including that 
at Lake Wabamun, just west of 
Edmonton. 

“CN has created a lean and mean 
corporate culture. They’ ve ham- 
mered down their costs,” University 
of Toronto business history director 
told the Globe and Mail. The paper 
declined to mention the chemical 
spills that have accompanied 
American CEO Hunter Harrison's 
cost-cutting agenda. 

The derailment at Lake 
Wabamun on August 5, 2005 spilled 
up to 1.3 million litres of “bunker 
fuel oil” into and around the lake. 
CN had 11 derailments last year, 
four of which occurred on a stretch 
of track just north of Squamish, 
British Columbia. The worst B.C. 
derailment dumped 41,000 litres of 
caustic soda into Cheakamus 
Canyon and Cheakamus River.

American hypocrisy and military budget rankles Latin America countries 


WHAT ARE YOU SUPPOSED TO DO 
when the world’s most over-armed, 
belligerent and dangerous nation, 
which outspends all the rest of the 
world combined on arms, and 
which is the major arms supplier to 
the rest of the world, tells a little 
country like Venezuela that it is 
guilty of spending “too much” on its 
military? 

The initial response is laughter. 
Whata joke, right? Venezuela, 
awash in oil revenue and feeling a 
little threatened by threats to 
assassinate its leader from some 
in the United States, and by 
American funding for groups 
that are trying to foment a 
coup, wants to spend a few 
hundred million bucks on 
planes from Spain and Brazil 
to modernize its air force, and 
the U.S. State Department gets 
all worked up. 

The transactions are some- 
thing “we would consider an 
outsized military buildup,” says 
State Department flak Sean McCor- 
mack. 

“Outsized military buildup?” 
What does McCormack call the $441 
billion US military budget for 2006 
(up four percent from last year)? 
Note that Venezuela has a popula- 
tion of 25 million, about 1/12 of the

High as the price tag may be, 
some residents are concerned they 
may be on the hook for even more 
money down the road, given the 
McLeod’s provincial and municipal 
designation as a protected historic 
resource, and the owners’ responsi- 
bility for its upkeep. Reading, as the 
McLeod condominiums board pres- 
ident, has been pressing City Hall to 
determine whether the approximate- 
ly $535,000 already paid to Dub out 
of a $548,000 rehabilitation incentive 
agreement signed by both parties in 
2001 has resulted in the proper 
restoration of the building’s protect- 
ed features. He has yet to get a reply 
that satisfies him. 

“All the checks and balances you 
think are in place aren't, or they 
aren't being enforced,” he said. 


THE CALL OF THE MCLEOD 

Dub admitted some deficiencies 
remain and said he was “disappoint- 
ed” with his project manager for the 
delays in addressing them. About a 
half-dozen outstanding items have 
been noted by the city’s heritage 
planner, he said: mortar needs to be 
replaced around the chimney, and 
parts of the terra cotta need repair, as 
does a railing on the rear fire escape. 
He plans to begin work on those 
items when weather allows it. But 
Dub also said that a perfect restora- 
tion of the building would be finan- 
cially impossible. Were a developer 
to undertake the work, it would be 
unlikely anyone could afford to pur- 
chase a suite in the building. 

“What you try and do is try and 
keep it close to the original, but you 
can’t duplicate the original,” Dub 
explained. He pointed out that he 
rebuilt the original doors on each 
floor—which aren’t protected by the 
agreement with the city—as areas 
where he chose to spend his own 
money in the interest of preserving 
the building’s original character.

“If you tried to restore it in the 
same manner it was made it would 
cost millions. So you try and be rea- 
sonable. You try and keep your costs 
down sufficiently so the building is 
affordable. Yet you don’t cut corners 
where you don’t have to,” he added. 

Edmonton Heritage Planner 
David Holdsworth said the city is 
also eager to see the McLeod restora- 
tion completed. Because of Five 
Oaks’s record on other projects, he is 
confident they will complete the 
restoration. Holdsworth said the city 
can only enforce the terms of reha- 
bilitation agreements they sign with 
developers as a condition of they 
money they grant to mitigate 
restoration costs. He said the 
province can enforce restrictions on 
heritage resources. (Larry Pearson, 
manager of protection and steward- 
ship with Alberta Heritage Resource 
Management, said the province is 
only concerned with the “character- 
defining elements” already set out in 
Edmonton's bylaw.) 

Holdsworth said that because of 
the city’s limited power, “flexibility” 
is read into the terms of the rehabili- 
tation incentive agreements, if not 
put down in ink. 

“You identify the key character 
defining elements, then allow the 
rest to sort of evolve. You allow [the 
building] to adapt, because if they 
don’t adapt, they come down,” 
Holdsworth said, adding that while 
the agreement is flexible, the terms 
of the contract can still be enforced. 


ANOTHER PENDING BATTLE 

While Reading has fought to see 
the rehabilitation agreement 
enforced to the letter, residents have 
become distracte. After several 
floods in the building, and more 
expected, the condo board has voted 
to increase their already pricey 
condo fees another $50 per month. 
The fee increase will also help pay 
for a lawsuit against Dub and his 
affiliates. These more recent prob- 
lems have moved concerns about 
the quality of the restoration work to 
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the background of owners’ minds. 
“The heritage stuff, people don’t 
even care about that when their fire 
detectors don’t work,” Reading said. 
The statement of claim filed 
against Dub, his companies (Dub 
Architects Ltd., McLeod Lofts Inc., 
and Five Oaks Inc.), and contracted 
parties (Frontline Engineering Limit- 
ed and Goldbar Mechanical Co. 
Ltd.), alleges negligence on the part 
of the defendants has resulted in 
“dangers to life and or property.” 
Engineering, design, and construc- 
tion deficiencies alleged in the state- 
ment of claim include a leaking 
emergency generator tank, fire code 
violations, “improperly sized” air 
conditioning units, and “insufficient 
piping insulation on domestic

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water/heating water piping.” 

The allegations, which are denied 
by all defendants in their statements 
of defence (except Frontline Engi- 
neering which has not yet filed a 
statement of defence), have not been 
proven in court. The owners seek 
$400,000 in damages. 

Which puts Dub in a curious posi- 
tion. As an owner of suites in the 
building, he is party to, and paying 
for, a lawsuit against himself. 

“Nobody is trying to avoid any 
costs, because we own 30 per cent of 
the building. So we're interested in 
having the building function well,” 
Dub said of the lawsuit. “We just 
have some disagreement about how 
to achieve some of those things.”

The experience, coupled with Schoen- 
berg’s atonal music, creates a dreamlike 
space in which to explore the fate of a 
crippled mind. 


Y’ALL COME NOW, Y’HEAR? 

Local psychiatrist Nicholas John, who 
also lectures on psychoanalysis and popu- 
lar culture, says the Viennese school, par 
ticularly the work of Sigmund Freud, pro- 
foundly influenced both composers. 

“The presentation of the two works 
together is fascinating. 

“On one hand, you have a fairy tale, 
ostensibly an extemal reality but one that 
we know has profound psychological 
implications.” 

“Ewartung is much less clear—she may 
be in a dream or in an asylum. There is a 
profound sexual anxiety here. The man 
might represent an idealized but desexual- 
ized lover who must be rejected in order 
fo move into an adult relationship in which 
the man can be a sexual being, something 
that threatens the immature or naive

“He is brilliant, absolutely bril- 
liant. The space in opera is extraordi- 
narily important, a story in itself— 
but also everything has to support 
the idea of the voice.

Lepage says that the architecture 
is very important in Bluebeard, that 
opening in succession seven doors 
imposes a predictable structure even 
as it encloses chaos.

Ewartung, I noticed that it was prob- 
ably written backward, like psycho- 
analysis, or analyzing a dream—you 
go back in time. We started by stag- 
ing the last scene and, when it all 
made sense, we did it in the right 
order again.” 


“Or,” he laughs, “she might have just 
Killed him.” 

Director Racine described both shows 
as explicitly Freudian when speaking of 
the production mounted in Cincinnati sev- 
eral years ago. 

“[l}'s very claustrophobic. You feel that 
the two characters are trapped inside 
a structure, which is also a metaphor for 
Bluebeard and his mind and his 
personality.” 

The intent in Ewartung is to convey 
what it's like to be trapped inside one’s 
own mind, which, when fractured, leads 
fo an inescapable tragedy. 

Deedrick is committed to leveraging the 
EO's operatic coup into something even 
larger.” 

“Forget the opera crowd—| mean, 
they'll come—but this show is also for the 
city's actors, writers, and visual artists, a 
chance fo see Lepage at work. We want 
to share this and so we're giving discounts 
to arts professionals.” 

“People would be crazy to miss this,” 
says Deedrick. “They will never forgive 
themselves.”

Lepage says Schoenberg belongs 
to a generation that accepted the 
musical foundation of their prede- 
cessors but chose to compose music 
that was not predictable. He says 
20th century composers took for 
granted that harmony was about 
predictability and then looked to 
contradict to force a fresh perspec- 
tive. 


GABRIEL, ANDERSON, ENO 
Lepage brings his revolutionary 
approach, a kind of symbolist resur- 
rection, to venues beyond the theatre 
and opera. He has worked with 
Cirque de Soleil and, twice, with 

Peter Gabriel. 

“We met in the days just after he 
had divorced his wife’”—the experi- 
ence that led to So, Gabriel's most 
commercially successful album— 
“and someone recommended my 
show in London to him. We became 
close friends and spent a lot of time 
together. 

“He was working with Lori 
Anderson and Brian Eno. They had 
this theme park thing I became part 
of, then, when he was releasing the 
record, he asked me if I wanted to 
stage Secret World. 

“He's a wonderful man, involved 
with a lot of new technologies and 
humanitarian work.

Lepage’s work, whether on stage, 
in the opera hall, or in the concert 
arena, is steeped in ritual, the 
absence of which he seems to lament 
in everyday life.

these fast and furious shows. Preci- 
sion and economy are hallmarks of 
his work. As with LInderneath th 
Lintel, he strips the action 
down to its very basics—action 
reaction, and allows that energ 
dictate the show’s pace. When 
Sam’s world begins to spiral out of 
control, things get frenetic onstage 
but remain controlled. The 

approach allows the play's humour 
to shine; Mode has written “jokes’ 

for which the setup is introduced in 
the opening moments of the show 
but the punch lines don’t appear 
until near the end. By definition of 
its precision, de Felice’s direction 
fully explores the chaos of this 

dingy world. There is also an emo- 
tional balance at play here—Sam’s 
moments on the phone with his dad 
are quietly emotional without set- 
ting the teeth on edge. 

The main course is John Kirk- 
patrick’s dynamic performance. An 
actor of chameleon-like abilities, he 
completely transforms himself play- 
ing not only Sam and the restaurant 
staff but also the myriad callers. A 
Mafioso one moment, he becomes a 
tremulous old lady, before flicking 
his hand and becoming Naomi 
Campbell's utterly fabulous assistant 
or screaming into the phone as Mrs. 
Sebag, harpy and thorn in the side. 

Kirkpatrick’s performance goes 
beyond theatrical stunting. His 
Sam is an everyman figure for 
every person who's ever been 
handed the dirty end of the stick 
professionally or personally. There 
isn’t a lot of pathos here, but his 
bemused irritation and quiet emo- 
tion speak louder than all the angst 
ridden scenery chewing can do. 
The fun lies in wondering whether 
this ordinary guy will triumph. 
Kirkpatrick’s connection with his 
character and audience renders it 
simply necessary for the ordinary 
Joe to prevail. 

Fully Committed is a delightfully 
prepared show, and such are its 
charms that reservations immedi- 
ately are required.

based architect Randall Stout’s win- 
ning design for the Alberta Gallery 
of Art for its “overworked use of 
metaphor.” In her Cityspace column 
(October 17, 2005) on the former 
Edmonton Art Gallery’s physical 
reinvention through an international 
architecture competition, Rochon 
refers to Stout's offering as a “Frank 
Gehry knock-off” and mocks the 
hackisms outsiders like Stout peren- 
nially apply to the Great White 
North—his “unforgivable” refer- 
ences to being inspired by inuk- 
shuks, the aurora borealis, and the 
undulations of the North 
Saskatchewan River.

Rochon’s commentary is tem- 
pered by her intent, which isn’t to 
put a fat middle finger in Stout's face 
or disparage the AGA (she praises 
the Gallery as, “brave as an institu- 
tion to take on an international com- 
petition”).

MR. CANDICE BERGEN

Maybe this is best explained by the 
fact that a number of New-Wavers 
spent time in California, and none of 
them enjoyed much success there 
Godard was summoned by Francis 
Ford Coppola but never actually 
made a film under his patronage; 
Varda and her husband Jacques 
Demy spent two years there but all 
that emerged was Demy’s flop 
Model Shop (1969) and Varda’s 
failed experiment Lions Love (1969); 
Truffaut spent time there and even 
appeared in Close Encounters of the 
Third Kind, but never made a film. 

Malle, on the other hand, ended 
up doing some of his best work in 
the USA (1980's Atlantic City) in 
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addition to directing financial and 
critical successes like Pretty Baby 
(1979) and My Dinner with Andre 
(1981). He easily moved back and 
forth from France to Hollywood 
and a bit in-between, making Alamo 
Bay (USA, 1985), Au Revoir les 
enfants (France, 1987), May Fools 
(France, 1990), Damage (UK, 1992) 
and Vanya on 42nd Street (USA, 
1994) in quick succession. 

He married Candice Bergen. He 
died in Beverly Hills 

The move from France to Holly- 
wood was far more natural to him 
than to any of his fellow New- 
Wavers, despite all their best 
efforts, and the Malle mini-retro- 
spective that’s up this week at 
Metro Cinema makes this clear

Cedric Brown is not the central fig- 
ure in the story. As in many other 
fables written for kids, the most 
interesting figure is the female pro- 
tagonist, and Nanny McPhee is 
clearly Thompson’s baby. Thomp- 
son commands the most attention 
throughout, with her strange 
mynah bird mannerisms and quiet 
wit. From her early years working 
in Cambridge University’ s Foot- 
lights Group, Thompson has honed 
her comedic timing and contained 
dramatic flair to the point that her 
Nanny McPhee can make you 
snicker and startle you all in the 
same breath. 


AVOID THE ROSE-COLOURED

Further, Thompson has allied 
herself with a perfect ensemble of 
actors, who together do not proffer 
a false note. Though their charac- 
ters are not fully developed, each of 
the child actors here delivers a solid 





performance (what is it about the 
Brits anyway, is there a child actors 
union that cranks out these terrific 
pint sized protégés?). Thompson 
also comes to the table with Angela 
Lansbury, one of the most wonder- 








ful character actors of her genera- 
tion. Lansbury’s show stopping 
portrayal of crabby Great Aunt 
Adelaide is as hilarious as it is vil- 
lainous. 

Though Brand suggested, “1 
write for no reason more preten- 
tious than simply to entertain,” as 
with any fairytale, often what is 
written between the lines belies the 
simplicity of the narrative arc. 
Interesting themes are at work in 
Nanny McPhee, such as the nature 
of alienation within the family, the 
difficulty of balancing work and 
financial commitments with 
demands at home, how the seem- 
ingly ugly can become beautiful, 
and the seemingly downtrodden 
can rise to become princesses. 

There is plenty of subtle dark 
humour at work here too; it is 
telling for instance that Mr. Brown 
works in a mortuary at a time 
when it is really about taxidermy. 
There is even a stuffed bear in the 
office where he plies his trade 
This matter-of-fact approach to 
death is made all the more ironic 
by the by fact that his wife has 
passed on to the great rose 
coloured chair in the sky. Nanny 
McPhee presents a complicated 
mélange of ideas that could become 
rather dry if they weren't wrapped 
in such a magical and brilliantly 
photographed setting 

The fact that Emma Thompson 
expertly capitalizes on the talents 
available to her makes Nanny 
McPhee an enjoyable ride for 
young and old.

trailer for Annapolis, I thought to 
myself “Hmmm, that looks like a 
teensploitation version of An Officer 
and a Gentleman meets Top Gun 
meets that T.V show The OC.” 

After enduring the entire length of 
this, dare I call it—a film, I can safely 
say “I was right!” ...only add a little 
Rocky and a dash of Bring It On to 
the mix. 

Annapolis is the story of young 
Jake Huard (played by actor James 
Franco, best known as Harry 
Osborne, Peter Parker's best friend 
in the Spider-Man movies), a work- 
ing class kid who dreams of getting 
into the Annapolis Naval Academy.

Hutz, of course, is master of cere- 
monies, his soused-Cabaret cries for 
“Immigrant Punks” (“Legalize 
me!/realize me!) bringing the whole 
crazed carnival into a celebratory 
catharsis of the truly marginalized. 

“T will not say I was ostracized,” 
Hutz says regarding the deeply 
entrenched discrimination Roma 
(gypsy) peoples still face in Europe 
(downright hatred would not be too 
strong a term in some quarters). “My 
family did their best to hide that side 
of our heritage, even changing our 
name. But later, when I was visiting 
in Carpathia, and I met that side of 
the family, I felt a much stronger 
Kinship with the Roma heritage.” 

And, later on down the line, when 
the musical project borne of Hutz’s 
almost-lost roots first emerged, it 
certainly seemed like a natural fit to 
blend punk with gypsy, given the 
outsider nature of both; says Hutz,

It's almost silly to ask Kakko why 
Stratovarius—Finland’s pioneers of 
Scandinavian m e such a 
turning point for Sonata Arctica, 
who in turn got their first touring 
opportunity supporting them in 
1999. Who wouldn't fall under the 
spell of a band that devoted a full 
album, Visions (1997), to the prophe- 
cies of Nostradamus? 

“Thave no idea. I heard one song, 
‘Black Diamond,’ then I had to buy 
the album, and I was totally 
hooked,” says Kakko. 

Modern, atmospheric, and simply 
astonishing, Sonata Arctica’s musical 
might is bound to surprise even the 
most embittered metal fan.

WALKING INTO QUEEN ALEXANDRA 
Hall as a barrage of blazing guitars 
rang out —courtesy of bebop 
cortez’s Curtis Ross—sent a surge 
of electricity down the back of my 
neck. This was going to be a good 
night. Setting the bar high, as they 
are known to do, bebop performed 
a quasi-crossover of what their 
offshoot, The Fosted Tipz, also 
excel at—soaring guitar solos, 
chest-thumping bass, and electron- 
ic tidbits. 

For the all-ages crowd packed in 
front of the stage, noses practically 
pressed against the musicians, it 
was to be an evening of discovery 
and fun—with six of the most 
promising bands in Edmonton and 
Calgary providing the flavour. 

To say that Mark Birtles Project is 
a party band would be an under- 
statement. The band hadn't fin- 
ished their first song before the 
crowd practically jumped through 
the roof, dancing and flailing 
as spastically as vocalist Mark 
Raymond. 

With songs like “Feel Fine” and 
the brand new “You Can Get Any- 
thing... With a Gun,” they sent the 
hall swirling into madness. As a 
friend of mine declared, MBP were 
like sex: “sometimes messy, some- 
times sloppy, but quite exciting and 
enjoyable.” Fair enough. 

Calgary's The Pants Situation is a 
young bunch with a lot of poten- 
tial. Although their hooks some- 
times missed the mark, the last four 
songs of their set were a revelation 
of where they could be headed. 
Full of fast-paced, dynamic guitar 
crunches and spastic drumming, 
songs like “TTSD” and their debut 
albums title cut, “The 
Ugly Man,” exceeded everyone's 
expectations. 

A little more straightforward in 

_the rock department was The 
Rocky Fortune. The Calgary veter- 
ans delivered the tightest set of the 
night, exploring blues and classic 
rock atmospheres. Not as dancey 
and balls-out crazy as the rest of 
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the line-up, they 
provided a nice 
little break before 
the insanity that 
was to follow. 
Their clean, no- 
frills rock—dri- 
ven by singer 
Todd Gesshe’s expert bass and pre- 
cise vocals—was at its best on the 
folky “Drop Me In The Well” and 
the progressive chant “Tonight We 
Pray for Rain.” Give them the 
opportunity, and they'll be major 
players on the national scene. 

Our Mercury: these guys are 
going to get a lot of press in the 
upcoming weeks and for good rea- 
son. Their new album, From Below, 
is just waiting to explode. Their 
performance was everything it 
could’ve been: emotional, involv- 
ing, powerful, and driven by the 
energy of old-school punk and the 
screams of a sweaty Ben Stevenson. 
With a special guest appearance by 
the Wednesday Night Heroes’ 
Graeme McKinnon, a devastating 
rendition of The Buzzcocks’ “Ever 

Fallen In Love,” and the introduc- 
tion of the Fender Rhodes electric 
piano on their own stellar “Black 
Magic,” Our Mercury left little 
doubt that they were the next step 
in punk music. Woah 

Of course, the night couldn't end 
without ol Whitey Houston doing 
their thing, with Gravy (let’s drop 
the Gary V. charade, shall we?)

RICK HOLMSTROM, ONE OF THE MOST FLAM- 
boyant and soulful electric guitarists on the 
music scene, grew up in Fairbanks, Alaska, 
but moved to California at the age of eigh- 
teen, and for the past 20 of his 40 years he 
has been one of the top West Coast blues 
vitarists. He has performed in Edmonton as 
he guitar ace in four Los Angeles blues 
groups: the late William Clarke's band in 
1989; the Johnny Dyer-Rick Holmstrom Band 
in 1994; Rod Piazza and the Mighty Flyers 
in 2001; and The Janiva Magness Band in 
October, 2005. His shows at the Yardbird 
will mark his first appearance as a headliner 
in Western Canada. 
The Dyer-Holmstrom Band put out two 
CDs, and Rick performed as a sideman on 
CDs by Junior Watson, Finis Tasby, R.L.

instruments, PA systems, guaranteed festive 
gigs, and the ever popular cash. 

Suffice to say, with so many performers 
appearing over the course of two days, it 
was impossible to see every one. However, 
there were highlights for this observer. On 
the acoustic side d the ledger, the guitar and 
harp duo of Nathan James and Ben Her- 
nandez stood out with their dynamic, percus- 
sive interpretations of classics mixed with jug 
band numbers, gospel, and rags.

Absolutely amaz- 
ing.
